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REMARKS 

The Examiner is thanked for the opportunity to conduct the May 10, 2005 
telephone interview. In the interview, the 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph, rejection 
of claim 29 was discussed. Specifically, the Examiner explained more fully the basis 
for the rejection of this claim and the undersigned discussed the written description 
support at page 3, lines 14-19 supporting claim 29. No agreement was reached. 
Applicant's submission of May 1 1 , 2005, contained arguments in support of claim 29 
that reflected the discussion with the Examiner while still referring to page 3, lines 
14-19 for support. 

CONCLUSION 

From the foregoing, further and favorable action in the form of a Notice of 
Allowance is earnestly solicited.
